SECTION 1: A fund la hereby 
created for capital outlays, to- 
wit: The purchase of a Motor 
Fire Ehiglne and other fire equifn 
ment, under the provisions of that 
certain Act of the Legislature of 
the State of California entitled 
“An Act to provide for the levy 
and collection of taxes and as¬ 
sessments for the purpose of cre¬ 
ating a fund for capital outlays 
by cities, counties, cities and 
counties or districts,” approved 
July 1, 1937, and of all Acts 
Amendatory thereof or supple¬ 
mentary thereto. 

SECTION 2: Such fund shall 
be known as “Special Fund for 
Capital Outlays," and It shall re¬ 
main inviolate for the making of 
the capital outlays hereinabove 
specified, and no moneys shall be 
disbursed therefrom excepting for 
such purposes, without the con¬ 
sent of the electors of said City 
obtained as provided in said Act. 

SECTION 3: Taxes may be 
levied upon the taxable property 
in said City for the raising of 
moneys for said fund but no levy 
so made shall exceed the limita¬ 
tion imposed by the general laws 
of the State upon the right of 
said City to impose taxes, with¬ 
out the assent of two-tllirds (2/3) 
of the qualified electors of said 
City voting at any general or 
special election at which such 
proposition may be submitted. 

SEXmON 4: The City Council 
may transfer to such fund any 
un-lncumbered surplus funds re¬ 
maining on hand in the City 
at the end of any fiscal year. 

SEXmON 5: The City Clerk 
shall certify to the adaption of 
this Ordinance and shall cause the 
same to be published once in the 
Sierra Madre News, a weekly 
newspaper published and circu¬ 
lated in said City of Sierra 
Madre and thirty days from and 
after the final pasage thereof, the 
same shall take effect and be in 
force. 

The foregoing Ordinance was 
adopted at a regular meeting of 
the City Council of said City of 
Sierra Madre, held on the 13th

STARTLING 

The startling report of Con¬ 
gressman Albert J. Engle, a 
member of the House Appropri¬ 
ations Committee, revealing that 
war workers with little or no 
experience are being paid higher 
wages than the admirals in com¬ 
mand of the United States fleet, 
or the generals in charge of our 
hottest battle-fronts, turns the 
spotlight on a condition which we 
all knew existed, but which we 
hadn’t known in such appalling 
detail. 

Ludicrous examples cited by 
Mr. Engle, a one-man investigat¬ 
ing committee, included: 

Machine gun assemblers mak¬ 
ing $4,700 to $8,500 a year, while 
the base pay of Lieut.-Gen. Bre- 
hon V. Somervell is only $8,500, 
although he supervises the en¬ 
tire Army supply system “from 
tanks and 16-inch grms down to 
pistols.” A former S-and-lO-cent 
store ribbon clerk with two to six 
weeks’ experience, making $3,380, 
whilel the pay of an Army major 
la only $3,000. Former farm boy.s 
“who last year were hauling ma¬ 
nure and digging potatoes” mak¬ 
ing more in a year than the to¬ 
tal value of the farm owned by 
their parents. An assistant su¬ 
perintendent in a government ar¬ 
senal making $11,500 a year, 
while the base pay of Generals 
MacArthur, Eisenhower and Mar¬ 
shall is only $10,000. 

Congressman Elngle, blaming 
the soaring spiral of wage ex¬ 
travagance on the Roosevelt Ad¬ 
ministration, said, bluntly, that it 
resulte<$ from a policy of measur¬ 
ing the progress of war produc¬ 
tion by the sums expended, in¬ 
stead of ships launched, aircraft 
completed and munitions manu¬ 
factured. And he declared, quite 
correctly, that present runaway 
prices, bringing the threat of na¬ 
tional disaster from inflation, are 
an outgrowth of such wage poli¬ 
cies. 

The-man-in-the-middle in all 
this, of course, is the average 
American — the fellow whose 
pay envelope is still at pre-war 
level, but whose grocery bill has 
gone out of sight.
